DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," "The invention," etc 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the enclosure 515 as described in the specification on page 13, line 7. Any structural 
detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be 
shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
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paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

and 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1, 2, 6-10, 11, 14, 15-18, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Siegel, U. S. Patent 6,288,996. Siegel teaches a ticket/pass 
formed of a cut optical disk. The optical disk includes a data region that may be read by 
an optical disk reader. The ticket also includes an opening/eyelet 28 through which a 
lanyard may be attached. The ticket taught by Siegel may be cut in a variety of different 
shapes. 
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6. Claims 1, 2, 6-10, 14-17, 21, and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Bydalek, U. S. Patent 5,959,964. Bydalek teaches a computer disk 
holder 31 having a tubular or eyelet member 25 for allowing a rod or wire to pass 
therethrough for securing the disk holder to various structures. (See column 3, line 47- 
51). 

7. Claims 1, 5-7, 9, 10, 13, 14, 16, 17, 20, and 26-29 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Spector, U. S. Patent 5,090,561. Spector teaches 
a computer disk package comprising a compact disc 10, a card 14 having a circular well 
13 and holes/eyelets 15 and 16, and a pouch 17 for receiving the disk and card 
combination. The pouch can having holes created therein to align with holes 15 and 16 
to mount the package on hooks on a board or wall. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims4, 4, 12, and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The following U. S. Patents are cited to show means for hanging 
a disk: Crawford - 4,232,461 and Shimano - 5,479,796.
